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Lords ſure and wholly, and affarance (yee may conceive) of countenance 
in the Houſe of Commons, and note that the acceptance , which this 
their laſt Petition and Remqnſtrance found,was anſwerable to this preſent 
effec, and that the Houſe hath ever ſince ated according to the heads of 
it,for hence, under pretence of ſatisfying the Citizens in their Petition, the 
Covenant muſt be urged, an Order made againſt, (edifying each other in 
the Goſpell, teaching andiinterpreting the Sctiptures, by any other, then 
Canonicals, (asf the gifts of the Spiric of God, were onely intailed 
upon a Black-coat,Hye for Biſhops) that none ſhou!d preach the Word 
of God, but tuch as had Ordination from the Pope, for ſuch is that (by 
derivation) which they de meanand enjoyn ; and now they have anſwe- 
red another point of the ſame Pericion, to wit,in.voting the disbanding of 
this Army. But is not the whole Kingdome as worthy of fatisfation, as 
the proud Malignant, iltegall Mayor'of Zovdon, and his like Brethren the 
Aldermen, and a few illegall- Common-Councell-men ? "1M 

There was a Petition preſented the other week from the Counties of 
Hertford and Buckingham, for Juſticeand confitmation of liberty, and 
many other excellent benefitsf6r the Publike; but that eaninor be heard, 
nor have an anſwer , although they have been attended by ſome of the 
Counties evex fince, yea ſome would have had it caſt out- of the Houſe ; 
ſuch men doe moſt juſtly deſerve to be themſelves caſt out as dirt, or as 
Salt which hath loſt its favour: Shall we be preſcribed by them what to 
Petition for ? Muſt we preſent our grievances, as ſhalt pleaſe them, or as 
we feel their pulſe ? Woes | 

Ye ſee and hear now Countrey-men,and are by this like to feel of what 
ſpirit theſe men are, and what comfortable redrefle you are like to have, 
if yee will be content with their courſes: away with ſuch men from the 
Earth. | 

Theſe men are like Strafford and Canterbury,birds of the Lords feathers, 
(by their promotion or recommendation ) and they look, if wa can 
but make us ſlaves, that they might be all Lorded with their Lordſhips ; 
buc I had rather ſee the heads of all Traytors to the free-commonalty of 
England divided from their ſhoulders, 

It was very requiſite, and wiſely done, that they ſhould vote down this 
Army, becauſe it-is the onely block, and ſtumbling-ſtone to their deſtgne 
of Presbytery. and Lordly predominancy, and that ir may not be a refuge 
Pillar for the-oppreſled and diſtrefled Commons of England 'whereon 
to leane,in.claiming of juſtice,and of their juſt rights and liberties;dowa it 
muſt be, but no. mention of reward for —_ of taiſing moneyesto pay it; 
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but now they haye done what they did require, what ihould they do with 
them but turn them-out of -doares : ſo having done with the rod, all that 

remains for them now, is, to deviſe how to-cajtic mrothe fire, ' | 
The next a&, will be a re-eftabliſhing the King on his Throne, in-caſe he 
ſbal but eſtablith the many-headed monſter of Presbytery;that ſo the Lords 
and the Lairds here(as the Scotch-man ſaith)that is,the.chicf man of cyery 
Town and Pariſh,may with the domineering Presbytery, rujc the roſt, and 
tyrannize over the common People here their eſtates and liberties, -as the 
good Lords and Lairds, with their Presbytexy, do over the poor ignorant 
Lord-ridden People there. And here will be'a-confirmation of that pre- 
tended happy union between both Kingdoms. And thus both Nations will 
be both. one, and alike equall jnflayery and thraldome, thae;the'pne may 
not:mock the otherany Jangerrr |. Yor 1 2 ib 
Is there never 4 Remay ſpirit ieft, that Yare-interpoke, and proteſt for 
his Countrey, againſt theſe. deſtructive Councells, and, Votes for Aſormar 
Bondage ? I am confident it would, be a gratefull ac, and would not want 
owners: yet for my part,I take notſuch thejr, Votes for Deerees, like thoſe 
of the Medes and Perſians, yaalterable; nar their illegall Ordinances for 
binding Lawes, 4 And T hopeI am notalonein this judgement ; for we are 
not bound to obey+t9-0ur own deſtrution: this principle, the ſafety of 
the people to be the ſoveraigne Law,is as true and as uſefull for the people 
as for,the Parliament. They are not choſen to make themſelves our Lords, 
and us their ſlaves; but-to free us from allexorbitant-powersand oppreſli- 
ons, and to eſtabliſh nnto us our native Rights and Immunities., not to 
pxetend the removall of a few old oppreſlors and oppreſlions, and to in- 
troduce many new ones in their ſtead, like the Tinker that mends one hole 
and makes two. ' 
Now deare Countrimen, lay your hands upon your hearts, and if ye 
be willing afterall, tro become flaves to your fellowes and ſervants, fit ſtill 
and be carcleſſe, and keep your ſelyes warme by your fires, and take a pipe 
or two of Tobacco. But if ye be of my minde, and on my ide, rouze up 
yourſpirits, and thake off ths carelefle ſecurity; come,and boldly call your 
own ſervants to an account, and demand your own of them, with the ad- 
vantage, know what improvement they have made for your good, of that 
talent of: power and priviledge wherewith you have intruſted them), 
for the ſpace of full ſix yeares , and do not art the laſt, like Iſachars Aſle, 
croutch down-between two burdens; toſupportable Presbytery, and in- 
tolerable Lord(hip. Lec theſe men either forthwith redrefſe your grievan- 


«cs,and ratitie your native rights and liberties to you , according —_ 
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Oaths, and end of their Election; or els remonſtrate to the world, and 
renounce them, and reſtrain the power within its proper fountain. 

The beſt end'of rhe Staffe is yer in our own hand; if we have bur hearts 
ro make uſe of it to our beſt advantage, which is to preſerve and ſecure 
our ſelves and poſterity, lives, eſtates, and liberties, from irrevocable and + 
inextricable vaſſallage and thraldome. 

One caution note good Countrimen, and I have done, and will leave 
all ro your conſideration. May we not till feare , in caſe this Army be 
disbanded, ( the which let us pray and endeavour to preſerve, if we deſire 
either ſafety or liberty ) that unleſfſe we will condeſcend to the Scots 
(whoſe Commiſſioners lic here to negotiate)in things relative to the King 
and Church, for manner and forme, nay in every reſpeR, thar we ſhall be 
threatened againe with the Scotch blade. And 'who knoweth whether 
part of their late departed Army, may not (under the notion of oppoſing 
the Rebell Montroſe in the North of that Kingdome) be reſerved in rea- 
dineſſe, to menace, or re-invade us, in caſe we come not up to their pun- 
Ailioes ? > 

' Thope better, though I feare the worſe; for who knoweth what a day 
- may bring forth? It is good to foreſee what may be,and to provide for the 
worſt, alchough at preſent they do appeare like ſome clouds, which carrie 
ſtorms,far removed,and nor likely to fall npon our heads; yet cannot I diſ- 
cern our skie to be ſo cleare, as that we may diſcard all feare : True it is, 
that the clouds are ſomwhar broken and diſperſt, but do ye know how 
ſoon the wind may turn North, and bring together again, to the renew- 
ing the ſtorm upon us? In my judgement the weather-cock of our State | 
looks that way ; and he is inſenſible, that feeleth not a Northern ayre in | 
our Climate. And againe, have not the Malignants, and revenge-deſiring 
Delinquents, an advantage when this Army is diſſolved, to raiſe tumults 
and ſtirres, and by violence (as they have done heretofore) obtrude de- 
ſtrucive Petitions, and inforce the Parliament to grant them, to the utter 
ruine both of Parliament and Kingdom ? And what publike ftrength then 
is there to ſupprefle them ? The Trained Bands of Longer : like to like,as | 
the Devill ſaid, when he danced with the Collier. 

Nor will they only take away that faichful!,unparallel'd, welſ-govern'd 
Army,which hath(under God)preſerved you,and ſo leave youand your li- 
berties open to the deſtructive AAts and Councells of your adverſaries; but: | 
will alſo appoint and ſet over you, in the others ſtead, an irreligious ma- | 
lignant Army of deſperate wicked men (ſuch as thoſe of Major Generall ; 
Haſſeys late Brigade ) to awe and curbe you, ſo that unlefle ye will 
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conforme to the indire& Direory, ar 66-6 confeſſion to the Priefts; 
after the manner of the Papiſts, and profeſle the new-deviſed Confeſfion 
of Faith, a long-ſtudied Presbyterian Creed , ſuch as our Fathers never 
{ Knew nor believed, ye ſhall be plundered : Thus ye ſhall have a Religion 
eſtabliſhed by the Sword,but not a Reformation according to the Word, 
the old Eſſexian-Deſigne : but he that took away the Head thereof (as 
with a whirle-wind) when his heart was full ſwolne with deſpight and 
pride, can as eaſily remove the inſtruments which are behind. In the mean 
time, it is well a&ed by Phil. the Jew, Zack and wil. of Wales , and the 
Weſt-Countrey Dennis. Gallant Lads : brave ("ards and well packs, they 
do never dealc, but there's a K»ave in the ſtock. 

And for the better ordering of this deligne, the ſame party had deter- 
mined among themſelves, to have put out his Excellency Sir Thomas 
Fairf.:x, as a man no longer worthy to be truſted, and to have put in (as I 
have heard) one Colonell Graves, one of. the leaſt in account for vertue 
and goodicſlc, of all Sir Thomas his Commanders; a man indeed of no 
repute, either for picty or good practice; whoſe men were more like 

ings damning crew, then Parliament Souldiers : and uſually like Com- 
mander, like Souldier. 
But after a long debate in the Houſe on Friday the fifth of Aarch, as if 
+ they had never known Sir Thomas, nor had any experiment of his ability 
/ orfidelity, it was with great dithculty carried by a few more Votes, that 
he ſhould command in chief over their new intended Army, yet they are 
- reſolved to chooſe him his Officers, as if he did not know now, as wcll as 
t formerly, what men were fitteſt to be intruſted under him : and it muſt be 
j diſputed alſo; whether any but ſuch as have taken the Covenant (the pre- 
| cious Covenant) ſhall be Commanders there or no, and why 1I pray, have 
F not Sir Thomas his Commanders, who never took the Covenant, appro- 
2 ved themſelves more faithfull, and done the Kingdome more good ſer- 
{ vice, then moſt ever djd that rook ic 2 My opinion is, that man is more to 
|! betruſted, that refuſeth the Covenant for conſcience ſake, then he that 
| fakes it (as the great Maſters of the Aſſembly prefle ir) for policy and ad- 
* vantage ſake. Oh but this is a true Touch-ltone to diſcover him that is 
| contrary to their minde and defigne ! 
} Andalthoughthey miſled of their purpoſe, in voting away Sir Thomas 
*himſelfe, they have voted away 8400 of his Foot, and foure Regiments of 
{his horſe for [relazd, a ſpecious ihew : But e Angus later ſab herba, why 
zwere not Mafries Horſe (which might better have been ſpared, and were 
much more fit for the temper of that corrupted Climate ) feat _ ? 
hw * + : vs . 
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Or why are they not now ſought out and imployed that way > There are 
enough of them and ſuch others very well at leifure, and would be glad of 
the ſervice upon reaſonable termes ; you may heare of them at every Ta- 
verne and Alchouſe, if not ſomtime in a worſe place. Without doubt there 
might as many ſpare-Officers and Souldiers be gathered up about the two 
Cities, and the Gs diſmantled and to be diſmantled, and in other 
parts, as would make a ſuthicient Army for Jreland, without taking any 
from Sir Thomas : Col.Poyntz I believe could ipare ſome, and all of them 
ſuch as they may better truſt, free-Covenanters, men of their own ſtamp 
and judgment : I conceive it no policy for them to truſt any Independents 
in that deſperate Kingdome, men whom they do ſo much diſtrult here at 
home, where comparatively there is no danger. 

And why ſhould this party intruſt the ſame people in a Kingdoime of 
greateſt danger,and that in matters of higheſt nature , without ſwearing 
to the Covenant, whom they will not trult here at home, witha beggarly 
Headborough or petty Conſtables place withour it ?. O admirable conft- 
dence ! Bat this is a paradox, and I will unfold it. 

Is it not to pack away this approved Army, which ſtands ſo much in 
the way, for Trelazd, againlt the Revells, as David did faithfull Vriah,to 
Rabbah, againſt the Ammonites, and then to raiſe one new out of the dif- 
banded crew of deſperate men, reſerved and left behind to a their de- 
ſigne: for the Devill and his ſervants are beſt for thoſe to make ule of, 
that oppoſe the Kingdome of Jeſus Chriſt. And well found out, grave Sy- 
nod, pious eAfſembly; for ſuchas are your principles, ſuch are your meanes 
and Inſtruments. And faving.your Reverence , what have ye done theſe. 
foure yeares, plaid at cards, or onely ſtudied where ye might have the 
beſt patterne of Church-government to ſerve your owne turne? Yeare 
bur the Scors Apes; for ye have not ſtudicd a Religion for us out of 
Gods Word , but ye have borrowed us one out of Scotland, as wicked 
King eAhaz brought a patterne of the Altar from Damaſcrs to leruſa- 
lem : And now it is come tothe taſte, it doth not reliſh halfe ſo well as a 
Soland Gooſe ; it goeth downe, ye ſee, but like chopt hay. Truly the Par- 
liament might have ſent for the copic themſelves, and ſo have faved you 
zlabour, and the Countrey all the charges of. ſo long feeding iuch a 
company of Abbey-Lubbers. Burt to proceed, I hopethis gallant Army, 
thought be thus vored, will not be thereby blaſted. If the Parliament 
are this Nations ſervants, fo are they. The Parliament were afſem- 
bled, and ſolemnly vowed before God and all the world, to do judge- 


ment and juſtice , the which yet they never did, and to maintaine and 
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eſtabliſh'(the which I believe if they can chooſe, they never will)the rights 
and liberrics of the Commons of England, and this Army hath fought and 
redeemed them, and,as I may fay, brought them to the Parltaments hands 
ro confirme and eftabliſh,the which the Parliament ought to do, and, as 1 
conceive, this Army may jultly chal'enge, and have juſt cauſe to ſee done; 
for they have equall intereſt with the Parliament in them, and have adven- 
tured much more for them : and as the one hath the word to- yore, fo 
hath the other the ſword to act. | 

And therefore ſure they will be ſo wiſe, for ſo it is expeed, as not to 
undertake another Warre in a ſtrange Kingdome, as deſperate , and more 
dangerous then the former here, for theſe ingratcfull mens pleaſures, be- 
fore they ſee the conditions performed to themſelves, and fellow-Com- 
mons of England, in this their native Countrey ; the which theſe men 
that have now voted them hence, have ſo frequently and fo fearefully 
ſworne and promiſed them before all the world (to wit) the eſtabliſhing 
of the Lawes, and of the birthright and liberty of this Nation, the 
which this Army , under God , hath purchaſed by their ſword, for them- 
ſelves, their poſterity, and for all the free-borne people of this Land; and 
if they ſee not theſe things done before they goe , if they go, let them 
be aſſured they ſhall never have them done after : and if they be not made 
good unto them in this their native countrey, let them never expe& per- 
formance of them in another : No, if this party can but get this Army 
ro bee a meanes for the pulling downe their enemies for them there, 
as they have been here; they hope by that time, few of this Army, or of 
their friends may ſurvive, to exact any recompence, or fulfilling of 
Oaths and promiſes of them, but will leave that to them and their deare 
Brethren, the religious Scors, who never brake oath, to performe after 
their death; and fo indeed this Covenanting party may happily fulfill one 
Particular of their grand Solemne League and Covenant, in ſetling a uni- 
formity in Religion (when there are none to hinder them) in the three 
Kingdomes. | : 

So,it-is better the Army ſhould firſt ſee the fruits of their travails and 
perills palt here, otherwiſe I conceive they have no cauſe, and as little en- 
couragement to make new adventures for Trap-makers, and leave their 
native Countrey , their wives, children and friends, to the cruel! mer- 
ciesof their haters and perſecuters.Let the covenanting party make uſe of 
ſuch as they account their own,trufty blades, that will,like themſelves, not 
onely ſwallow the Covenant , but the Kingdome too,if we will but ſtand 
ftilland ler chem doe what they will, or elſe let them begin againe _ 
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prefle: but T doubt they: will not end Roch a {tmple parcell againe in borh 
Kingdomes, as theſe poore deſpiſed, diſpighted Tadependents;whowanie 
in willingly to cheir helpe, have borne-the heat of rthe-day, and have Buen 
(under God) cheir chiefe preſervers, who have been. more friendly and 
faithfull to them, then any of their Heathentſh Covenanters, and yer 


- now at laſt their reward for all, mult be only a kick out of doors. 


But ſeeing.,theſe devout Covenanters have fo ill rewarded this Army 
and their friends who under God were their Guardians before they had 
either Army or Guard, I hope the Army will not be ſo unwiſe , but firſt 
ro ſee their own Countrey, friends, and Families fecured here in England, 
before they fticre one foot,or undertake for Ireland, Proxims quiſque /bi, 
every man is neareſt ro himſelfe, and as it hath been ſhewed, there are 
ſpare helps enough beſides, let them therefore firft ſend an Army of their 
owne Tribes thither, and ſee if they will doe as much for them there, as 
this ſame Army hath done here. Is it not better Countrey-men and friends, 
for this Army to ſtay at home and hold their Weapons in their hands, 
cill chey ſee their and our Birthrights , Priviledges, and Liberties, for 
which both they and we have ſought and adventured our lives and eſtates, 
ſetled and ſecured here for themſelves and us, their and our wives and 
families , Poſteritics, and eſtates ? and then if. there be cauſe, and they 
willing, they may ſafely and with comfort goe and help their Neigh- 
bours:. in the meane time, let them - know, it-is not -wiſdome for-them * 
co gottholpe to reate up another minshouſe;, and leave their own: to he 
ruineqand waſt2d, though charity be diffafive, yer it begins at home: - 

And although this Army hath both ploughed and ſowed,and made way 
for a fruicfull crop, yet there be others (their and our enemies) that are 
ready, if this Army ſhould either diſſolve or depart, to enter into their 
harveſt, and convert the whole advantage to their owne private ufes, the 
Army hath fitted the wax, and if they once turne but their backs, this par- 
ty Covenanters, will ſet to what ſeale they pleaſe, the which they think 
(like the Afedes and Perſians) cannot be altered, and it is more apparant, 
it will rather prove the image of the Beaſt, then the durable Starure of 
Truch. -But foraſinuch as they build -on Sands, and dawbe with untem- . 
pered mortar, there is no queſtion but their Clay and Iron wilt never in- 
corporate 3 nor cleave together, more then NVebuchadaezzars Image; and 
certainly ſuch men cannot long proſper, more then Zimr; did, that kitled. 
his Maſter. | : 

Theſe and ſuch like corrupt and deceiptfull pradtices,(deare Countrey- 


men) are the fraits of vipcrous Councels produced by traiterous — 
who 
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who for our Religion have alrcady contracted with the Scots, as wicked 
King Ahas did with Tiglag Pileſer concerning the Altar at Damaſcuc : 
and now they endeavour by all indire& meanes:to cheat and ſpoile us 
of our Birthrights , that ſo by our ruine and grinding the faces of the 
poor, they may raiſe to themſelves a ſtock of predominancy and preroga- 
Live over us, as witneſs their illegal] exerciſe,and daily pradtice of injuſtice. 

Shall we alwaies be troubled with this Generation. of Vipers, who 
like Zan, look two wayes, and carry two faces under one hood, that 
ſpezke right faire to ourfaces, but deviſe miſchiefe againſt us in their 
hearts, and vent them in their Cquncels, that love to becalled Patrons, 
Patrons, but (if they be not prevented) will prove no better to us, then 
Morter-Peeces. They had better ſpeak plaine Engliſh, and make an Or- 
dinance in plaine termes for the expelling and perſecuting of all honeft 
and good men, aboliſhing all Law and Juſtice, the two preſervators of 
liberty and propriety, as to do it thus in pharaſaicall CharaRters, for they 
cannot draw a net ſo cloſe, but a man may ſee through it, nor dig ſo deep 
to hide their wicked Councells, but the Alſeeing eye of heaven will dif- 
cover them. Thus, ſweet: Countrey-men, and free fellow-Commoners 
of England , haveI in ſome part diſcovered unto you the ſecret working 
of this treacherous Myſtery, the very ſubſtance of this plot, and the end 
of jt. And now if ye loveſlavery, favour it, aſſiſt and promote it. O- 
therwiſe be warned. Rouſe up your ſpirits , and ſecure your ſelves, and 
your Birth-rights, for which ye have ſpent ſo much blood , and;/paid ſo 
dearea price, oppoſe the proceedings, know a reaſon of theſe prepoſte- 
rous ations, vindicate your Power, and Priviledges, and cauſe thoſe 
treacherous Machiavels, your falſe friends, and deceiptfull Servants to be 
brought forthand judged, that they may receive a reward according to 
their demerit. 

All this conſideged (ſweet Countrey-men) it is better for ns to fing, 
O how happy were we in fore-ſecing, then to cry when it is too late, 
had we wilt. 

And if ye be true Engli/omen, and prize the liberties of your ſelves, and 
Polteritics, ſeeing'the fetches and the falſhoods of this ill kind of men, 
look in time to yourſelves, and to the weale of your native Countrey,and 
truſt no longer to them, nor be any furcher deluded by them : Though 
they uſe never ſo much feigning and flzering, though they looke never ſo 
ro and demurely , ſpeak never ſo fairely, declare never ſo ſtrongly, 
weare never ſo devoatly, and faſt never ſo frequencly : yer I fay in re- 
ſpe of the premiſles do not truſt them, nor wait any longer upon _ ;

The which Gad of his mercy prohibir,for the 
Parliament. aſlifts in it, but no wonder; for ſo did the buildcrs.of o!d,, 
rejec& the cheit corner ſtone, ta tle deftruRion of themſelves and their 
Republick; but upon all theglory ſhall be. a dzfence..1/a, 4. 5,.
